HOSPITAL 
LIBRARIES 


BY EDITH KATHLEEN JONES 


“Free, circulating libraries for pa- 
tients, generally accepted by the 
medical profession as valuable assets 
in the regime of convalescence,” 
writes a hospital librarian in a cur- 
rent review, “should make great 
strides in development and progress 
as a result of this new revised edi- 
tion.
